A. City of Austin Vision Zero Program, Transportation Safety Improvement Program, and Fatality Review
Board — Briefing and Possible Action

Upal Barua, Austin Transportation Department (ATD), briefed PAC Transportation Safety Engineering initiatives under
Vision Zero, including the work of the Transportation Safety Improvement Program and the Fatality Review Board. PAC
member Adam Greenfield also shared his research on Rapid Response Street Fix (RRSF) teams and "black spot™ policies
in other cities, which implement immediate, tactical-urbanism-style safety measures where fatalities occur.

B. Monthly update on fatalities caused by traffic crashes — Discussion and Possible Action

Adam Greenfield requested that the PAC add a standing item to their agendas to allow for a PAC member to read the
names of all those killed in traffic crashes Austin’s streets since the last PAC meeting at the beginning of every PAC
meeting. He also read aloud the names of the fifteen people killed in traffic crashes on Austin’s streets so far in 2018:

Hernandez-Jaimes, Mark Antonio Rodriguez, Timothy Wayne Boykin, Devon Reed Gerald, Josman James, Daniel
Anthony Franco Tovar, Jack Krupski, Unknown male, and Zachary Douglas McBride.

Action taken: A motion to add a standing item to regular PAC meeting agendas for updates on fatalities in Austin caused
by traffic crashes was adopted on Girard Kinney motion, Katie Deolloz second on an 8-0 vote with Crossley absent.
Deolloz also volunteered to compile hames from Austin Police Department press releases in the case that Greenfield
cannot attend a regular PAC meeting.

C. Set standing date and time for subcommittee meetings — Discussion and Possible Action

Action taken: A motion to set 6 p.m. on the third Monday of the month as the standing date and time for potential PAC
subcommittee meetings was adopted on a 6-0 vote with Crossley, Deolloz, and Gamble absent.
